Eight States 
Vote on Dry 


Law Tuesday’ 


New York, Oct. 30.—[Special.]—LBight 
states—California, Colorado, Illinois, 
Missouri, Montana, Nevada, New York, 
and Wisconsin—will vote on prohibi- 
tion in referenda at Tuesday's elec- 
tion. Upon the results of these expres- 
sions of opinion, for they can amount 
to little more with the Volstead act 
still on the federal statute books, will 
depend in large part the progress of 
the movement for modification of the 
Volstead act during the next two years, 
the term of the new house of repre- 
sentatives to be elected. 

The form of question to be voted on 
differs in the several states, but in 
effect each is a vehicle for an expres- 
sion of satisfaction or dissatisfaction 
with the existing prohibition laws. 

‘ Question to Be Submitted. 

The question to be submitted in 
each of the eight states has been sum- 
marized as follows: : 

CALIFORNIA—To abolish the state 
prohibition law. 

COLORADO—To authorize the legis- 
lature to amend the state prohibition 
law so as to permit the manufacture, 
importation, and sale of intoxicating 
liquoF, provided such proposed changes

Representative 
Harry Hawes, Williams’ Democratic 
opponent, is as wet as the Atlantic and 
is going to receive a good deal of wet 
Republican support. The prospect is 
that the vote of St. Louis will deter- 
miine the result and although that city 
is normally Republican Hawes is 
judged to have the advantage there 
because of his wet platform. 

Senator Harreld seems doomed in 
Oklahoma, another normally Demo- 
eratic state. The Republicans are trou- 
bled with factional rows and patron- 
age squabbles, while the Democrats 
are united in support of Thomas. 

Arizona is another normally Demo 
cratic state which the Democrats are 
virtually certain of reclaiming. There 
are few-Republican leaders who still 
retain any hope of saving Senator 
Cameron. 

Nation Watches Illinois. 

Illinois will be one of the doubtful 
states which the whole country will 
be watching on election night. In this 
state, which is normally Republican by 
an overwhelming majority, the election 
of Smith, the Republican candidate, 
would be considered a foregone con- 
clusion were it not for the enormous 
wet Republican vote that will be cast 
for George Brennan, the Democratic 
candidate, and for the slush fund scan- 
dal that has besmirched the Republican 
nominee. 

There is no doubt that there is a rap- 
idly spreading revulsion among Repub- 
licans of high moral standards to the 
improper conduct of Smith in taking 
$200,000 from the big public utility 
corporations subject to regulation by 
the Illinois commerce commission, of 
which he was chairman at the time. 
This reaction ig redounding to the 
benefit of Magill, the independent Re- 
publican candidate. 

The outcome in Illinois is pretty 
clearly up to the church members 
whom the Anti-Saloon league is en- 
deavoring to deliver to Smith despite 
the moral issue raised by the slush fund 
scandal of his primary campaign.

Denials by Senators.

Men experienced in politics say that 
on the answer to that question will 
depend the results. It is generally 
conceded that a large vote will enhance 
the chances of the Republicans, be- 
cause the state largely is of that po- 
litical leaning. It follows, necessarily, 


that with a relatively small vote, the 
chances of the Democrats are. in- 
creased. 


The total vote polled in the last 
seven statewide elections is as follows 
for each year: 2,470,067 in 1924, 1,713,- 
396 in 1922, 2,094,714 in 1920, 950,496 
in 1918, 2,192,734 in 1916, 1,015,744 in 
1914, and 1,146,173 in 1912. Those dare 
figures supply little of value for the 
dopester. All that can be said about 
them is that they probably indicate 
the degree of public interest, consid- 
ering suffrage laws and increases in 
population. 

Certain local politicians have been 
predicting that as many votes will be 
cast Tuesday in Cook county as in the 
remainder of the state. But that will 
not happen, The federal government’s 
estimate of the population of Cook 
county on July 1 last was 3,486,000 and 
for the remainder of the state 3,717,000. 
These figures do not even indicate the 
relative voting strength of the two sec- 
tions of the state. If for no other 
reason Chicago probably has a larger 
unnaturalized population than the re- 
mainder of the state. Besides it has 
never happened. Cook county has 
never cast as many votes as the re- 
mainder of the state in any election. 


Most Votes Downstate.

THE DRAMA IN THE CHURCH | 


BY THE REV. PERRY J. STACKHOUSE, D.D. 
(Paster First Baptist. Church, Chicago.)

My 
salary kept coming; so we hired two 
carpenters and managed to pay them. 
until the roof was on. Then came 
plastering and we were in a hole for 
money. We outlined our proposition 
to our bank and borrowed enough on 
our note to tide us over. We left the 
finishing to one carpenter and man- 
aged to meet his weekly wage, live 
and begin to pay some on other bills 

We moved in, but the hardwood 
floors, the shower bath, and other ex- 
pensive features were not installed 
until a year later. With no rent—our 
labor bills paid—we started to pay for 
the materials. Each salary check saw 
@ payment made on each bill we owed. 
One by one we paid them wntil only 
the balance on lumber bill remained. 
Then came a $400 bonus check at 
Christmas, and with the help of De 
cember salary, we paid the lumber bill. 
It was a grand and glorious feeling, 
and we have never accumulated as 
much in a given length of time as 
when we built our home. 

Courage and common sense, coupled 
with a fair salary, will put any couple 
in their own home. Furthermore, it’s 
lots of fun and petty thoughts and 
things disappear in the shadow of the 
common goal.

Claims It Can Save the 


Wheat Farmers 
$200,000,000. 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
WO hundred million dollars can 
be saved each year by wheat 
farmers of the United States if 
they use the new cutting and 
thrashing method which has been suc- 
cessfully. worked out on the Crov 
Indian reservation near Harding, Mon‘ 
That is the sage and sincere opinio: 
of Thomag D. Campbell, originatu 
of the new harvesting plan and opera 
tor of 85,000 acres of the reservation’: 
wheat lands. 
Campbell, an agricultural engineer 


a ing graduate of Cornell univePsity anc 


North Dakota Agricultural college 
says he saved about $100,000 this yea: 
by using the new plan in the harvest 
ing of 25,000 acres of his 38,000 acre: 
of wheat and 7,000 acres of flax. He« 
saved $60,000 in operating costs alone 
and in this season of unprecedente. 
rainfall he saved more than $25,00¢ 
on his wheat and $20,000 on flax. 

With his time 4nd labor saving meth- 
od, Mr. Campbell believes that prac- 
tically every one of the grain shocks 
now rotting on thousands of acres 
of land in the grain growing sections 
of Illinois, Indiana and other central 
west states could have been safely 
thrashed before they were damaged 
by rain. 


Under Campbell's simple plan, har- 
vesters take the same machinery now 
commonly found on many grain farms 
and by combining pioneer, modern and | 
ultra-modern harvesting and thrash- 
ing machines and principles they can 
cut small grain for $2.50 an acre where. 
under the ordinary scheme of harvest- 
ing, it costs $4.50, saving $2 on every 
acre. The plan, Mr. Campbell says, 
is even more applicable to small farms 
than it is to large tracts of land. - 


It Works Like This. 
With. this method the combination. 


harvester has been made 100 per cent} 


efficient, it is claimed. Campbell has 
mo use for twine and patented knot- 
ters. He simply takes the head off ae 
ordinary’ grain binder. With four ma- 
chines hitched on a tractor he cuts a! 
forty foot swath and puts the loose, 
unbound grain into windrows forty | 
feet mnpart by means of extension car-| 
riers built onto the binders. The 
grain cures in the windrows where it! 
is later picked up by a hay loader and 
elevated into a combination harvester 
which thrashes it and pours the grain 
into a wagon on the opposite side. 
This does away with the big job of 
shocking, which costs froth 30 to 50 
cents an acre in labor alone. Twine 
costs from 20 to 30 cents an acre, ac- 
cording to Mr. Campbell's figures. 
“We realized the efficiency of tae 
combination harvester and began sev- 
eral years ago to work out a machine 
that we could use on all our small 
grain crops,” said Mr. Campbell. 
“ Geain has to be dead ripe, uniformly 
ripé and free from weeds where the 
combine is used in cutting the crop. 
Weeds in small grain often cause heat- 
ing in the grain bins within a few 
hours where the grain is. thrashed 
with a combination harvester. Under 
our new plan the grain is safe from 
all weather hazards, including wind. 
Wind causes less damage to loose grain 
in windrows than it does in shocks. 
“In developing the new method I 
went back to the cradle principle 
where the grain is cut and thrown into 
windrows. It takes grdat power to 
bind and discharge grain with the ordi- 
nary binder now in general use. Un- 
der the new method the head of the 
binder, which costs about $125, can be 
thrown away. Farmers can buy bind- 
ers that would cost $275 with the head 
for about $150 without the head. Old 
binders with worn heads can be used. 


Extensions Can Be Home Made. 


"We use four ten foot binders with 
the heads removed and extension car- 
riers built onto all but the first one. 
The second binder has an 8 foot ex- 
tension, the third a 17 foot extension, 
and the fourth a 28 foot extension. 
The extensions can be built at home at 
a cost of from $5 to $10 each. With 
these extensions the grain is al] car- 
ried and deposited in the same wind- 
row, each layer of grain falling on the

| clalized, but instead turned over to 
agriculture free of charge. 
Eleven men from the United States 
department of agriculture went out to 
Montana last summer to dy the 
Campbell method and went away satis- 
fied that it is practicable. M. L. Wil- 
son, head of the federal department 
of farm economics, says it will do more 
to solve the great economic problem 
in farm labor than anything that has 
been developed in the last fifty years. 
Agricultural economists from the uni- 
versities of California and Wisconsin 
and Columbia university say that the 
Campbell scheme is the most revolu- 
tionary thing in farming since tHe in- 
vention of the grain binder.

“With the new method we can be- 
gin cutting our wheat a day or two 


| when it should be done. That’s why 
I say farming is a type of contract 
with a time limit, a bonus, and penalty 
clause. Every part of our cropping 
operations must be done at the proper 
time, and if not, the farmer may have 
inestimable losses from weather alone. 
Farmers must save what they raise, 
and hold down their costs of produc- 
tion. Every manufacturer in the United 
States, when he has a surplus or has to 
meet competition in marketing, must 
either reduce his cost of production 
or ask for a tariff. He has done both.” 

Mr. Campbell, who owns 10,000 acres 
of land in addition to operating 85,000 
acres on the Crowe Indian reservation, 


believes his time saving method of 


earlier than we do when the grain is 
to be shocked. The grain dries out 
better in the windrow than in the 
shock. We can begin thrashing grain 
in the windrows several days earlier 
than we can shocked grain. There is 
less loag from shattered grain where 
the grain is picked up by the hay 
loader from the windrows than where 
bundles from the shock are handled 
by men with pitchforks,” .explained 
Mr. Campbell.

Somewhat easier to make, in that 
they are partially e to begin with, 
are parchment shades on which decora- 
tive motifs may be applied. Round 
parchment shades, in conical or drum 
shape, may be bought in almost any 
size. These are of plain parchment, 
attached to a wire frame by means 
of passepartout, or flat braid binding. 
They may be left white, or stained a 
rich, brownish yellow tone. And then 
for the decoration! First of all, of 
‘course, they may be painted with dec- 
orative designs. But those of us who 
cannot paint may resort to other 
means. We may have an interesting 
panel, an old color print, a copy of an 
antique map, a quaint oval silhouette, 
or a few floral motifs cut from wal) 
paper. Any one of these should light 
up well. They may be placed against a 
parchment’ shade, a fine pencil line 
drawn around the edge, and then the 
parchment. inside the line cut away, 
allowing about a quarter of an inch 
all the way around, to which the dec- 
oration may be firmly glued after the 
parchment beneath has been cut out. 
In applying wall paper motifs the 
parchment need not first be cut away. 
A band or two of color, matching 
those in the decoration may be paint- 
ed around the top and bottom. If a 
glazed finish is desired, the whole 
be shellacked with one or two coats, od 
second coat resulting in a higher gloss:

the Stay-at-Home. 


HERE are many women in the 
home with a decided slant for 
business. If they were thrown 
upon their own resources through 
some unexpected turn of adversity 
and had to go out to earn a living 
they could do it very creditably, in- 


deed. 

This same business fadulty is evi- 
denced in hundreds of homes where 
the wife manages exceptionally well 
in the disbursement of the family 
funds among the myriad family needs. : 


It takes judgment and a keen sense 
of values to superintend the ‘spending 
of any salary, small or large, so that 
there is sufficient for needs, a surplus 
for pleasures, and a définite amount 
for savings. 

The woman who can do this has 
every right to anticipate returns for 
any money making enterprise she 
may start at home. This same busi- 
ness sense with which she manages, 
or helps to manage, the family budget, 
will enable her to conduct her own 
private business eonscientiously and 
wisely. 

She will know. without being told 
that she must not charge too much; 
for her services or her wares, because 
she is competing in most cases with 
business houses. Nor will she be ‘led 
into quite as serious an error of charg- 
ing too little, so that when she comes 
to count up her gains and her ex- 
penses, the latter far outweighs the 
former.
